The care of business chops as used 
by all Chinese merchants formed the 
subject of a discussion at the month- 
ly meeting of the Chinese General 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday. 

Tt was. suggested that these chops 
should be kept under lock ‘and key, 
and should nat be allowed out of the 
premises by any means. 

A member said that it would not 
be possible or practicable to safe- 
guard chops in this manner, ‘as it 
would mean that banks. would have 
to engage a large number of em- 
ployees just for the purpose of call- 
ing on.the managers of those firms 
with whom they had banking trans- 
actions. A chop -was just as good as 
the manager's signature, and under 
the present procedure an employee 
went to the bank and drew money 
by simply placing the chop ‘of his 
firm on the receipt.

plices of Wong Seng.” ‘Leung - Man 
was at Muar and “Rambler” was 
sent there by train via Malacca to 
arrest him but Ong. U- -teng detailed 
8 special conveyance to get Leung 
Man back to Singapore. “Rambler” 
reached Muar in the evening and 
found that Leung Man had left for 
Singapore in haste.-“Rambler” also 
hastened back to Singapore. and

Ag 
Soon as one of the employees saw 
the. address he shouted for. Leung 
Man who was in an adjacent room, 
and thus “Rambler” was able to lay 
hands on him. Leung Man, who 
was an anarchist to the core, .refus- 
ed to say anything exeept that he 
was an anarchist. _He was banish- 
ed. 
|. Fora few days inquiries brought 
nothing of interest so. our “Ram-, 
bler” wandered about Short Street 
wearing. sarong and baju making 
inquiry from ricsha pullers for 
any bobbed-haired woman from a 
Japanese inn who had ‘used their |e: 
ricshas. On the morning of Febru- 
ary 7 “Rambler” as usual -start- 
ed his gossip with the - pullers, 
when one of them mentioned that 
his riesha was hired twice by a 
Chinese bobbed-haired girl. Before 
asking further questions “Rambler” 
passed.a note of $5 to the puller 
who, seeing the money, took “Ram- 
bier” to the photographer where this 
bobbed-haired girl. had ‘had her 
photograph taken in company with 
a Chinese youth. To the dismay of 
“Rambler” the negative had been 
taken away hy thent and there was 
no further link with which to trace 
them. The puller again teok “Ram- 
bler’”’ to another Japanese lodging 
house and showed him the room to 
which the girl was once “a visitor. 
“Rambler” took courage and, enter- 


‘| ing the room without any. ceremony, 


there saw a Chinese youth named 
Simon Yapp who was questioned a3 
to the negative he took from the 
photographer. He produced the 
photograph which “was that of 
Leong Soo. A search of his room 
was made and letters sent by Leong 


{Soo from Hong Kong were found. 


A telegram was at once sent to the 
Hong Kong Police, and Léong Soo 
was. brought back to Singapore 
where she was-interrogated, :

HOME ARCHITECTS 


AN APPEAL, 'T0 PRIME 
MINISTER 


NEW EDINBURGH BUILDINGS 


Mr. Banister Fletcher, President 
of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, in the course of a let- 
ter whieh he addresed to the 
Prime Minister, said: 

“The .Counci] of the Roya] In- 
stitute of British Architects have 
given long and serious ecnsidera- 
tion to the proposal of H.M. Gov- 
ernment to erect important new 
Government buildings on the Cal- 
ton Jai] site, Edinburgh, and to the 
suggestion that the designing of 
these buildings should be entrust- 
ed to H.M. Office of Works. 

“The magnificent and unique 
character of the site demands that 
the fullest advantage. should be 
taken of this great opportunity of 
adding really worthy buildings to 
the capital of Scotland. As a re- 
sult of many years’ experience, my 
Council are convinced the best. re- 
sults cannot be hoped for unless 
the collective architectural ability 
of the- country is brought to bear 
upon the problem by means of a 
competition. - - 

“If designs are produced by one 
or more of a small group of de- 
partmental architects — however 
able and well-intentioned ‘they may 
be—the result will almost mevit- 
ably be a routine building of the 
ordinary type. | 

“The principle of competition in 
the case of buildings of outstand- 
ing national importance. is not only 
advocated by the Royal Institute 
and its allied societies, but has 
been accepted for many years by 
the national Government, and my 
Council desire to urge H.M. Gov- 
ernment.to adhere to the principie 
in the ease of the buildings now 
contemplated on this very import: 
ant Edinburgh site.” :

WIRELESS LICENCE FEES 


The Australian Postmaster-Gen- 
eral (Mr. W. G. Gibson) stated in 
the House of Representatives that 
the rreat difference between the 
Britiwh wireless licence fee of 10/ 
and that charged in Australia (24/) 
was due ‘to the fact that 2,000,000 
listeners had secured licences in 
Britain. whereas the number in 
Australia was only 300,000. It 
would be quite impossible to raise 
sufficient revenue in Australia at 
a fee of 10/ to provide suitable pro- 
grammes for listeners.
